Dwindling enrollment a mixed blessing for schools

Ken GUI, superintendent of Wheeling- 


Buffalo Grove Elomer.tary Dlst. 21, sat 
back In his chair recently and declared, 
"I always said I wanted to see this dis- 
trict fully built and out of debt. Now it 
looks like maybe I'll live that long." 


The event that has given Gill new faith 


In the length of his life Is the slowing of 
enrollment growth for school districts in 
the Northwest suburbs. 


In Dbt. 21, growth has dropped from 


more than 1,000 students a year at the 
beginning of the decade to just ISO this 
year. "The good part of our. situation 
right now Is that we've got planning 
time," Gill says. 


However, the slower enrollment growth 


and enrollment decline that face many 
districts have some negative effects, too. 
On the horizon is the possibility that 
some districts may construct too many 


buildings, forcing closings later when en- 
rollment declines. 


SUPT. EDWARD GRODSKY of Pros- 


pect Heights Dlst. 23, for example, says 
he has been under pressure from resi- 
dents in the Northgate and Ivy Hill sub- 
divisions in Arlington Heights to build a 
school for their youngsters — but so far 
enrollments don't warrant it. 


Dlst. 23 now has about 1,700 students, 


Grodsky says, and room In its school 
buildings for 2,300 — but the vacant 


classrooms aren't always near the chil- 
dren, and that can mean busing. 


But to Grodsky the alternative, build- 


ing a school which may not be needed, is 
more distasteful. "How do you go back 
to a community and tell them you have 
to close down a school — especially if it's 
not paid for yet?" he asks. 


In Mount Prospect Dlst. 57, where en- 


rollment has been going down since 1964, 
the problem of empty classrooms has 
been handled another way. The district 


has rented out classrooms to other 
agencies. The district is now renting 
space to the Northwest Education Coop- 
erative (NEC) computer and bilingual 
programs and to a computer cooperative 
run by several area villages. 


Dbt. 57 has coped less successfully 


with another problem that can plague a 
district with enrollment declines — the 
problem problem of finances. 


AS ENROLLMENT has gone down, 


Dlst. 57 Business Mgr. J. C. Busenhart 


says, the savings the district has realized 
by buying fewer supplies has been 1 al- 
most exactly eaten up by inflation. "By 
keeping the same supply budget for few-, 
cr kids each year, we've stayed even," • 
Busenhart says.

The largest expenditure, and, there-' 


fore, the possible area of largest saving, 
In any school budget is for teachers. But 
saving money on teachers as enrollment

mean tax increase: mayor 


If Des Plaines is to have a paramedic 


program, local residents may be In for 
an increase in taxes, according to Mayor 
Herbert Behral. 


While stating that he was not against 


Implementation of the program, which 
was approved by the City Council Dec. 3, 
the mayor cautioned proponents of the 
paramedic program that a tax Increase 
may be needed. 


The program, which has been started 


In a number of neighboring communities, 


provides firefighters with sophisticated 
medical training to assist in treating 
heart attack victims and critically In- 
jured persons. 


The program requires radio equipment 


which allows firefighters to maintain 
contact* with area hospital emergency 
rooms and receive Instructions from doc- 
tors. 


LOCAL OFFICIALS have estimated 


that it may cost more than $70,000 to 
start the program in Des Plaines. City 


Des Plaines-Evanston bus 
pilot run will continue 


With ridershlp ateadlly increasing, the 


trustees of the North Suburban Maes 
Transit District (NORTRAN) have voted 
to continue a pilot bus route between 
Evanston and Des Plaines until next 
June. 


The district approved the extension of 


the routes, which run along Dempster 
Street, between the two cities after near- 
ing a report from NORTRAN. executive 
director Joseph DUohn. 


"The routes have shown a significant 


Increase in ridenhlp and could be con- 
sidered a success," DUohn explained. 


DLJohn recommended the extension, 


adding that it is hoped plans for the six- 
county Regional Transit Authority will 
be finalized at that time. 


The NORTRAN board also voted to 


continue routes which run from the Golf 
Mill Shopping Center In Niles to the Jef- 
ferson Park CTA station. The board ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the steadily in- 
creasing riderabip on this route. 


Both rout* were Instituted earlier this 


year and are iperated by the United Mo- 
tor Coach Co. <f Des Plaines. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the NORTRAN 


board approved a plan allowing transfer 
from the United Motor Coach Evanston- 
Des Plaines route to Evanston CTA 
buses for free. The new plan goes into 
effect on Jan. 7, according to DUohn. 


The plan also allows for free transfer 


from any Evanston CTA bus to the 
United Motor Coach route in Evanston. 
Additional charges will be made from 
transfers outside Evanston. 


The board is also expecting further ac- 


tion on a request for federal funds for 
new operating equipment for United Mo- 
tor Coach. 


The district has requested nearly |6 


million in funds for new equipment. 


DUOHN SAID the grant application 


has been reviewed by an official of the 
U.S. Urban Mass Transit Administration 
and the government may take action on 
the request by early next month. 


"The preliminary application was re- 


viewed in person and page by page, and 
it was judged that the final report on the 
request may not be necessary," DUohn 
said. The elimination of the final report 
for the fund request may save some'time 
in processing district's application, he 
said.

Final costs of the program have not 


' been decided as yet. Corey said a final 
determination will be made early next 
year when the city budget is completed.

"The majority of people say it is a 


gift and they don't want the giver to 
know they're returning it. But they 
want cash," says Gloria Dee, a cus- 
tomer service representative at 
Wieboldt's department store at Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center. 


An 11-year veteran of Christmas 


season selling and returning, she 
said it is sometimes difficult to know 
whether the merchandise being re- 
turned was actually a gift or some- 
thing they purchased themselves. 


"There have been more cash re-

for real. The Chicago regional office 
of the Federal Trade Commission 
warns that a few shady merchants 
are waiting to bilk consumers who 
mistakenly believe they're getting 
more for their money. 


The blitz of post-Christmas, 


January clearance and inventory 
closeout sales traditionally draw 
sales volume second only to Christ- 
mas, according to Kenneth Cole, vice 
president of the Illinois Retail Mer- 
chants Association. Cole said legiti- 
mate bargains are available In many 
lines such as linens, shoes, clothing, 
and furniture: But be cautioned that 
"some stores always-have sates. S& 


the sale price Is pretty much the 
regular price." 


HERE ARE simmicks to watch out 


for, advises the FTC: 


• The former-price comparison; 


When an advertisement says an item 


, was formerly (regularly, originally, 
etc.) one price and it's now a tower 
price, make sure the former price 
was openly offered to the public for a 
recent period of time. Otherwise, the 
bargain that's advertised is a false 
one. 


• Comparison with a competitor's 


price; It's all right for a retailer to 
advertise "elsewhere $10, our price 
17.50" if the majority ot retailers of-" 
for an item at the $10 price, says the 
agency. But. when-competitors are 


not selling the item at the higher: ~ 
price, the consumer is falsely led to ~ 
believe that he's saving money rath- J 
er than paying the regular price.

A 
spokesman said Hoffman was summoned to the court to ease 
a backlog of cases attributed to the absence of Judge Otto 
Korncr who has been on leave since his conviction last Febru- 
ary.

Amtrak's New Orleans to Chicago Panama Limited hit a 


truck in Will County — about 30 miles south of Chicago — 
yesterday, seriously injuring the truck driver. There were no 
injuries to passengers, but the train was delayed about two 
hours.

West- 
ern experts fcald the mission showed the Soyuz program had 
fully recovered from Us 1971 disaster In which three cosmo- 
nauts died.

Communist forces launched simultaneous attacks'against 


six militia posts in South Vietnam Wednesday and the govern- 
ment reported two of its aircraft shot down by ground fire. In 
Cambodia, four women vendors were killed and 45 shoppers 
Mounded when a disgruntled soldier tossed a hand grenade 
into a crowded market place just southeast of Phnom Penh. 
Police said the suspect was taken into custody. 


Spanish army preventing revenge move 
Tho Spanish army moved swiftly In Madrid yesterday to 


squelch any right-wing wave of revenge following the assassi- 
nation of, Prime Minister Luis Carrero Blanco, and helped 
assure an orderly and peaceful selection of a new chief of 
government, diplomatic sources sold.

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lid on Kissinger death plot

The State Department refused Wednes- 


day to discuss "security matters" when 
questioned about news reports of an al- 
leged Arab plot to assassinate Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


UPI had reported earlier from Brus- 


sels that the Arab guerrilla organization 
responsible for killing 32 persons at 
Rome and Athens airports last week had 
originally planned to assassinate Kissin- 
ger. 


The report said that according to diplo- 


matic and military sources, Libya had 
ordered an attempt on Kissinger's life by 


the group at Beirut international airport 
Dec. 16 but Lebanese authorities, learn- 
ing of It, had ordered Kissinger's plane 
diverted to Rayak, a Lebanese air base. 


"We do not wish to discuss security 


matters at all," said department spokes- 
man George Vest. "We do not have at 
hand information to confirm or deny 
those reports." 
• Meanwhile, in Paris a pro-Palestinian 
guerrilla group poised to launch com- 
mando attacks in various European capi- 
tals — apparently including Geneva 
where the Middle East peace talks are 
under way — has been smashed by 


French counter-espionage agents, French 
officials announced Wednesday. 


The French arrested 13 persons, in- 


cluding two women, and seized a large 
cache of weapons and explosives. 


The arrests came 24 hours after a Pa- 


lestinian member of the ring was taken 
into custody on the Italian frontier while 
driving a car fitted out with secret com- 
partments for smuggling explosives, po- 
lice said. 


Officials said the arrest of the group 


was the largest single breakup of a for- 
eign illegal ring in France in recent 
years. 


In Moscow, the weekly newspaper LIU 


eraturnya Gazeta suggested Wednesday 
that Israel was behind the recent attack 
on two planes at Rome's Leonardo da 
Vinci airport that took 33 lives.

Nixon holds conferences 
to avoid gas rationing

President Nixon discussed the world- 


wide energy crisis and the U S. response 
to it Wednesday in a day-long series of 
conferences with his domestic and inter- 
national advisers and with Soviet Am- 
bassador Anatoly-F. Dobrynin. 


The President said he was trying to 


work out a way to avoid gasoline ration- 
ing and welcomed as "a sign of prog- 
ress" the Arab decision to relax Its oil 
embargoes against Europe and Japan. 


Energy adviser William E. Simon is 


expected to announce a decision to avoid 
gasoline rationing at a news conference 
this morning. In an interview published 
Wednesday, Simon said he thought the 
nation could "manage without rationing" 
if voluntary gasoline rationing continues 
at Its current pace. Ho also said 700,000 
barrels of oil a day were reaching the 
United States from the Arab oil states 
despite the declared total emb.vgo 
against oil exports to this country. 


Sen. Thomas F. Engleton, D-Mo., criti- 


cized Simon on the basis of reports that 
the energy chief welcomed the Arabs' de- 
cision to sharply increase oil prices be- 


cause it would raise U.S. gasoline prices 
and thus cut demand. 


."That's about as callous as anything 


I've ever heard—worthy of a true czar," 
Eagleton said. "They really want to put 
the load on the back of the little guy, 
who's having trouble making ends meet 
as it is." 


There was no announcement of the 


nearly hour-long meeting with the Soviet 
ambassador before reporters noticed the 
Russian's limousine parked outside the 
west wing of the White House. Deputy 
press secretary Gerald L. Warren said 
Nixon, Kissinger and Dobrynin were "just 
getting together to talk about general 
foreign policy" and recalled Nixon and 
Dobrynin had talked alone for about 40 
minutes lost week.

ation, predicted "gasless Sunday, Mon- 
day and Tuesday" for the New Year's 
holiday. 


'The overwhelming probability," Ja- 


cobs said, "Is that 80 to 90 per cent of 
the gasoline stations will be closed all 
over the U.S." 


He said a number of stations already 


have closed for the balance of the year 
because their monthly gasoline allotment 
was exhausted. 


Jacobs said "less than one half of ine 


per cent" of stations which remained 
open during the Christmas holiday 
gouged motorists, but be promised to get 
after those who did.

White House tapes and documents do 


not support charges that the Justice De- 
partment filed an antitrust suit against 
milk producers in an effort to extract 
contributions for President Nixon's 1972 
reelection campaign, a Watergate special 
prosecutor said Wednesday. 


"None of these documents or record- 


ings support" allegations of Associated 
Milk Producers Inc.) assistant prosecutor 
Jon A. Sale said in an affidavit contained 
in a Justice Department brief filed in 
U.S. District Court in Kansas City. The 
brief was filed in reply to AMPI's 
request that the court order the depart- 
ment to produce documents and mcmos 
related to Nixon's fundroislng activities 
among milk producers. 


The Senate Watergate Committee and 


the prosecutor are investigating allega- 
tions that Nixon increased the federal 
price support for raw milk in 1971 in ex- 
change for $527,000 in campaign contri- 
butions by the dairy industry. 


Meanwhile, Sen. Edward 
Gumey, 


R-Fla., considered President Nixon's 
main backer on the Watergate com- 
mittee, has no Intention of resigning 
from the panel although he has stayed 
away from recent sessions, his adminis- 
trative assistant said yesterday. 


The spokesman, Jim Allison Jr., did 


not dispute news reports that Gurney 
missed all of the last eight open com- 
mittee hearings, but said the senator's 
absence was based more on schedule 
conflicts than any deliberate effort to 
avoid the hearings. 


Allison said the senator missed the 


public sessions because of conflicting 
meetings of the Senate Judiciary meet- 
ing, of which he is a member. But

Columbia figure relatively 
rare on U.S. currency 


If you are one of those who has won- 


dered what the figure atop our Capitol 
dome represents, rest easy. It Is Colum- 
bia, an abstract feminine personification 
of the United States of America. 


She often has been mistaken for the 


Goddess of Liberty or Freedom, and 
evon a relaxed form of the Statue of Jus- 
tice. But few people recognize her star- 
red crown, sword and shield as symbols 
that place her first among all female 
symbols used officially in the United 
Slates. 


Strangely enough, on our currency she 


appears only on the Demand Note of 1861 
and the United States Note of 1862. Both 
are of the same five-dollar denomination 
and design. However, she has been Im- 
personated by none other than the God- 
dess of Liberty on the Benjamin Franklin 
Fifty-dollar Note, Scries of 1874. 


WHY THE designer chose to disguise 


Liberty as Columbia has never been sat- 
isfactorily explained. But there she is 
holding a sword In her right hand with 
her loft arm resting on a Seal of the 
United States, and crowned by a band of 
13 stars. 


William Donlon's Catalog of United 


States Large Site Paper Currency lists 
the Columbia Note of 1861 at from $285 to 
$1,250 in Good condition, and $450 to 
$2,000 Very Good condition depending on 
the redeemable bank. 


The same catalog shows tho United 


States Note (same design) to be worth 
from $35 Fine condition to as much as 
$300 Uncirculated. Several factors enter 
Into tho price category including, re- 
deemable banks, signatures, dates and 
the color of the Treasury siml.

Watergate and shortages assailed Nixon in 1973

WASHINGTON - Battered but still 


battling, the Nixon Presidency lurches to- 
ward its sixth year sorely beset by too 
much Watergate and by shortages of 
what seems to be practically everything 
tlst. 


The second year of Richard Nixon's 


second term begins so differently from 
the first that the hardest fact to -accept 
about 1973 may be that It lasted only the 
usual 12 months. 


As 1972 ended, the proud winner of a 62 


per cent election mandate was con- 
fidently planning, at long last, to trans- 
late years of campaign rhetoric Into ac- 
tion that would lead the nation back to 
"Independence, self-reliance, pride." 


Now, the plans lie virtually forgotten, 


many of the men who were to carry 
them forward ore in disgrace or worse 
and the campaign that produced the 
greatest electoral vote landslide of three 
decades is widely held In contempt. 


Worse may lie ahead. The Vice Presi- 


dent, two cabinet secretaries and a long 
list of aides who worked at the Presi- 


dent's shoulder In the first four years are 
gone. Some stand In jeopardy of prison. 


The President himself is under the 


gravest attack — some members of his 
own party have urged him to resign and 
the House Judiciary Committee is pre- 
paring an inquiry Into the allegations of 
"high crimes and misdemeanors" con-

talned In a small but menacing pile of 
formal Impeachment resolutions. 
. 


More has gone awry than Nixon's per- 


sonal fortunes. The administration began 
the year struggling to find workable 
wage and price restraints and to stabilize 
the dollar in world markets. No sooner 
had those running sores been bandaged 
than the nation began running short of a 
bewildering shopping list — beef, gaso- 
line, paper, onions, plastics, soybeans 
and, as winter approached, the fuels that 
millions of Americans depend upon to 


move and to warm'their homes and 
shops. 


The year did see the final withdrawal 


of American troops from Indochina and 
the return of the prisoners of war. But 
the war itself did not end and another 


•.conflict began in the Mideast tlnderbox 
''that was arrested with', the'shakiest of 
ceasefires. 


Still, the President's'best marks for 


1073 were in foreign policy. His real 
problems were and 'continue to be at 
home. 


On Oct. 25,1972, the Democratic presi- 


dential candidate made a major cam- 
paign speech in which he said, "The men 
who have collected millions' in secret' 
money, who have passed out special fa- 
vors, who. have ordered political sabo- 
tage, who have invaded our offices in the. 
dead of'night — all of these men work 
for Mr. Nixon. Most of them he hired 
himself. And their power comes from 
him alone. They act on his behalf, and 
they all accept his orders." 


Two weeks later, Nixon swamped Sen. 


George.McGovern at the polls. The Wa-

Agnew spending must end 


Splro T. Agnew resigned from 


the federal government over ,two 
months ago — but from the actions 
of the White House, you'd think 
he's still the vice president. 


It was reported last week that 


the General Accounting Office, the 
spending watchdog agency of the 
federal government, revealed that 
at least 9100,000 had been spent to 
provide offices, aides and other 
privileges to Agnew since he re- 
signed as vice president. 


The costs were accounted 


through Dec. 4, and did not Include 
the cost of Secret Service agents, 
who continue to guard the former 
vice president on a round-the-clock 
basis. 


The GAO also reported there was 
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no legal basis for assigning the Se- 
cret Service agent to Agnew, and it 
questioned paying money for Ag- 
ncw's office aides. However; at- 
tempts by the GAO to get more in- 
formation about the questionable 
spending have been blocked by the 
While House. 


It is one thing to provide •min- 


imal Secret Service, protection to 
former public officials, as has been 
done during recent Presidential 
races. It can be argued that Agnew 
should be granted some sort of 
minimal protection. 


However, Agnew is no longer a 


government employe, and he is a 
convicted felon. He should have no 
right to free office space, a staff 
and the other niceties to which he • 
became accustomed as vice presi- 
dent. His tax-supported staff is a 
flagrant abuse of the realities of 
his criminal record and his dis- 
gracing of the office of Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States. 
. Currently, the former vice presi- 
dent is pleading for leniency in dis- 
barment hearings in Maryland. His 
argument is that in the future he. 
will bring credit to the legal profes- 
sion as a practicing lawyer, if he ia 
only suspended from practicing 
law. 


But,Alfred Scanlan, the lawyer 


for the Maryland Bar Assn. who is 


arguing for disbarment, summed it 
up by stating, "There really are no 
extenuating circumstances in this 
case" that would'argue for only'a 
suspension of Agnew as a prac- 
ticing lawyer. "This is not a law- 
yer who* worked hard, got some 
fees and didn't report it," Scanlan 
said.

hardship without the ability to 
•practice law, but he's .'also made 
many friends during his.'years of 
accepting cash front Mlders. We 
don't expect the:former vice presi- 
dent to starve, and we believe, be- 
cause of his abuse of his-profession 
and his national office, he deserves 
to be punished as'fully as possible 
for bis confessed-crime. 


McGovern to be an issue volatile enough 
to turn around the voters, only turned 
them off. 


But as wrong as McGovern was about 


Watergate, his miscalculation was 
dwarfed. by.' Nixon's. The President 
'apparently believed that once the elec- 
tion was over, he did'not have to worry 
about Watergate. And, putting aside all 
charges and theories about Nixon's role 
in Watergate and its attempted coverup, 
by failing to clean up the case before his 
second term began, the President ex- 
posed himself to the explosion that fol- 
lowed in 1973. 


As a result, the President of the United 


States put himself into the humiliating 
position of having to say he had been 


• bilked by his own associates and, finally, 
of having to deny in public that he was a 
"crook." He has had the embarrassment 
of having to choose three Attorneys Gen- 
eral and a 'Vice President in a single 
year and the pain of having to face the 
most bluntly aggressive questions from 
the news media that any President ever 
has bad to entertain. •"- 


Now, he must face, the possibility of 


Impeachment by the House and trial by 
the Senate. The constitutional process for 
removing a President from.office is re- 
garded as the nuclear bomb of politics, 
and it was clear congressional leaders 
did not want to use it. But the "Saturday 
Night Massacre" — the Cox-Richardson- 
Ruckelshaus affair — set the House of 
Representatives on a course that, now 
seems cannot be stopped short of a for-- 
mal decision on whether Nixon has com- 
mitted '.'high crimes' and mis- 
demeanors."' 


However the impeachment inquiry 


ends, the fact that it was started and the 
experiences of 1973 have by themselves 
done immense damage to Nixon's stand- 
ing with the public and among his politi- 
cal peers. If Watergate does nothing 
more to Nixon in 1974, it will already 
have spoiled his' presidency by denying 
him the clear claim to national lead- 
ership that his 1972 election triumph es- 
tablished. 


Nor could the discreet year-end visitor 


to the White House make small talk by 
asking, "Aside from that, how did you 
like 1973?" 


The President began the year by try- 


ing to redeem his promises to "trim 
down" and "shuck off" federal programs 
that "just threw money at problems." He 
Impounded federal'funds previously ap- 
propriated by Congress and approved by 
himself for a long list of activities, with 
emphasis on. sodal welfare programs 
started in the Kennedy and Johnson ad- 
ministrations. One such program, the Of- 
fice of Economic Opportunity's "War on 
Poverty," he undertook to abolish. 


The Democratic-controlled Congress 


made some threatening noises, but it was 
the courts that blocked the White House. 
They ruled in a number of cases that 
holding back legally appropriated funds 
was itself illegal, and not only told Nixon 
that he was obliged to continue OEO, but 
that his appointed undertaker for the 
agency, Howard Phillips, was serving il- 
legally in the office of director. . 


Nixon did not get most of his prized 


legislative proposals through Congress — 
the long-awaited Phase II of New Feder- 
alism, called ,Spedal Revenue Sharing, 
went nowhere — but he did maintain a 
kind of negative mastery over Capitol 
Hill. Congress tried to override eight of 
his vetoes during 1973 and failed in every 
case but one.— the "war powers" bill 
that would limit the President's power to 
send U.S. forces Into action abroad with- 
out Congressional approval. 
. 
j 


For 1974, White House and department- 


al-spokesmen-are talking about new in- 
itiatives .to reform public welfare and 
enact a broad new health insurance pro- 
gram. But applying Nixon's own yard- 
stick of "negotiating from strength'.' to 
his relations with Congress, his prospects 


. for doing business with House and Senate 


leaders in any domestic field cannot be 
rated Ugh. 


The notion that the new''Vice Presi- 


dent, Gerald Ford, will be able to work 
miracles for the White House on Capitol 
Hill remains to be tested. But it should 
be remembered that Lyndon Johnson 
was a pretty fair country operative when 
he was in Congress and not too much 
help to John Kennedy when he became 
Vice President. 


In foreign affairs, Nixon bad to post- 


pone his long-scheduled trip to Europe in 
a year that was supposed to be devoted 
to improving American prospects on that 
continent, but he did act as host of a 
successful state visit-.by Soviet .Party 
Chairman Leonid Brezhnev, who he had 
to stand up to a few months later when 
the Arab-Israeli war appeared beaded 
for a U.S-Russian confrontation. ' 


Presidential adviser Henry Kissinger 


became Secretary of State and kept on 
traveling and fixing — with more visits 
to China and to Middle Eastern countries 
to lead the way toward a cease-fire and 
peace conference. 


foreign' economic developments' were' 


less upbeat, except for the turnabout in 
the balance of trade, which produced 
black ink for the first time in some 
years. But world gold prices went out of 
sight and* the U.S. dollar took a fearful 
battering earlier in the year and bad to 


be devalued for the second time in 18 
months. 


The 1973 record for world affairs might 


be regarded as a plus except for a devel- 
opment, perhaps more domestic than for- 
eign in origin, that threatens a dark and 
chilly winter for the nation — and, by the 
processes which form public opinion — 
for the Nixon administration. - 


It really should not be startling news 


that the United States is running out .of 
energy. Forslghted business people as 
well as scholars have been saying for 


years that the country was abusing its 
fuel supplies and would have to cut back 
soon. In the summer of 1973, it happened. 


Gasoline ran short in many areas of 


the country, inconveniencing a lot of 
Americans. But as the days grew short- • 
. er, authorities began talking about com- 
ing shortages of oil and electricity, and 
that meant discomfort. This possibility 
became a reality when Arab nations, ob- 
jecting to U.S. arms and diplomatic sup- 
port of Israel hi the latest Mideast con- 
flict, cut off oil shipments to this coun- 
try. While the Arabs provide less than 10 
per cent of the oil used in this country, 
even that loss transformed plans for vol- 
untary cutbacks, into mandatory reduc- 
tions of aviation fuel and heating oil and 
brought talk of gasoline rationing for the 
first time in 30 years. 


As the year ended, airlines, automobile 


manufacturers and a number of other 
energy-dependent industries were laying 
off workers or making cutback plans, 
and unemployment, at its lowest peace- 
time level in decades, was starting to 
climb again. Worse, so was inflation, as 
the marketplace demanded more money 
for the decreasing supply of fuels. 


This is what President Nixon should be 


worried about His Watergate problems 
may turn out to be his smallest concerns 
if Americans in large numbers are (1) 
unable to heat their homes and shops, 
(2) thrown out of work because products 
or services depending upon energy can- 
not be sold, and (3) denied the use of 
their automobiles, the symbol of the post- 
World war II prosperity that did much to 
get the nation into the energy mess in 
the first place. 


If there is real human hardship, even 


in the homes of the affluent, and if there 
is a real recession, as some economists 
predict, the chances are strong that the 
public will, as it has done many times 
before, blame the man In charge, Presi- 
dent Nixon. In the middle of an ordinary 
presidential term, this could mean an un- 
popular, weakened chief executive. Mid- 
way in the Nixon second term, it could 
be the snowflake that looses the ava- 
lanche.

State Chamber: 
relax EPA rules 


by LEA TONKIN 


BUSINESS AS USUAL — that's what the Illinois State 


Chamber of Commerce wants to maintain In the development • 
of new shopping centers and other major developments. The 
chamber says regulations of complex sources of air pollution, 
as outlined by the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency, 
would step on developer's toes and crimp the state's econo- 
my. 


Raymond J. Bodnar, environmental affairs director for the 


state chamber, said the proposed regulations could "stifle 
growth and development In our major metropolitan centers." 
Movie theaters, convention centers, Industrial parks, housing 
projects, roads and shopping centers are among the projects 
which would be affected by the regulations. 


The state EPA wants developers to apply for a permit 


before major construction projects could bo undertaken. The 
prevention of further deterioration in air quality for the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area and other regions Is at stake, the 
EPA contends. 


The Illinois Pollution Control Board recently wrapped up 


hearings on the proposals and will consider whether or not to 
adopt the rules In present form.

Animal importer jailed 


WELL-KNOWN .importer Fred J. Zeehandelaar, was 


recently sentenced to three years in jail and fined $5.000 for 
falsifying documents in an effort to Import 20 cheetahs. The 
animals are on the endangered species Ilk. 


Special agents of the U.S Fish and Wildlife Service Initiated 


the Investigation which led to Zcehandelaar's arrest and con-. 
vlctlon, reports the Conservation News publication of the Na- 
tional Wildlife Federation. 


Zeehandelaar is a former advisor on wild animal importa- 


tions to tho American Assn. of Zoological Parks and Mu- 
seums. He has also testified before Congress on endangered 
species legislation and worked with the Interior Department 
on laws affecting wild animal importation. 


No coyote shortage 


THERE'S NO shortage of coyotes, despite an increasing 


demand for tho animal pelts. In Kansas, which can boast the 
nation's highest population of coyotes, a pelt brings $12 or 
more. The coyote was once sought only for its ears, which' 
brought a $5 bounty. 


According to F. Robert Henderson, extension specialist with 


the Wildlife Damage Control Department at Kansas State Uni- 
versity, tho increased demand for coyote pelts is due to the 
dwindling population of wolves to the north. Coyote pelts, 
along with those of other long haired animals such as the fox 
and bobcat, are being exported for use on ski clothes in Eu- 
rope. 


Henderson says the coyote is in no dangerof becoming an 


endangered species as long as conservation laws are obeyed. 
He's seconded by Clarence Wales, a Kansas hunter and trap- 
per. Wales took 73 coyotes lost year to become the runner up 
for the coyote trapping national championship. 


"There is no shortage of coyotes," Wales said. "The coyote 


has worked his way around civilization." He adds that much 
of the livestock loss attributed to coyotes is caused by dogs. 
Wales said he hopes the federal government does not "come 
in with another poisoning contract such as It has in the past 
to kill coyotes."

Catholic Archdiocese is expected to be on the air by March 1. 


The Chicago Archdioccsan Multi-Media Communications 


Center and Network (CAMCAN) announced purchase •(his 
week of broadcast equipment for the system. 


Hclny towers 283 feet high will be placed in Schaumburg 


and Orland townships In Cook County and in Mundelein in 
Lake County. 


The Schaumburg tower will be located on an undeveloped 


portion of St. Michael The Archangel Cemetery, Algonquin 
and Roscllo roads. 


TUB NETWORK should be fully operational within one 


year, according to a CAMCAN spokesman. 


"CAMCAN Is envisioned as an audio-visual communications 


network to servo tho needs and Interests of the entire Arch- 
diocese — including schools, seminaries, parishes, cate-' 
chctlcnl centers and all agencies of tho diocese," explained 
the Rev. James F. Morlarty, CAMCAN director. 


It will produce motion picture films, film strips and slides, 


audio/video cassettes and other types of graphic presenta- 
tions for use by archlodccsan agencies, he said. 


Programs will bo transmitted in the band of frequencies set 


aside for International Television Fixed Service (ITFS), Fa- 
ther Morlarty said. 


"TV signals at these microwave frequencies arc picked up 


by a rooftop dlsh-llkc antenna and passed through a 'down 
converter' so they may bo received by a standard TV set," he 
continued.

As 
enrollment goes dawn, state aid goes 
down and for a district facing inflation 
that can mean trouble. 


SUIT. DONALD STIIONG of Arlington 


Heights Oist. 23 adds another dimension 
to the budget problem. Dlst. 23, which 
has a declining enrollment, "did not this 
year make proportional teacher reduc- 
tions because wo chose to Improve class 


' ell?," he says. 


As enrollments go down, districts may 


also find themselves confronting new Is- 
sues when they sit down to bargain with 
the teachers. David Tomchck, local rep- 
resentative for the Illinois Education 
Assn., tho state's largest teacher union, 
says declining enrollments can create 
uncertainly among teachers "and more 
u n c e r t a i n t y usually* means more 
trouble." 


Tomchck says he expects teachers to 


be asking for a voice In decisions on cost 
cutting measures that may bo prompted 
by declining enrollments and "you'll 
probably sec a lot of hassles over senior- 
ity clauses In contracts which you have 
not had until now." 


Whatever present or future problems 


the new enrollment trends may bring to 
educator*, however, most agree with 
Ken Gill's assessment that, at least for 
now, the problems arc outweighed by 
benefits. 


STItONG SAYS, "The Impact, at least 


initially, Is good. Our schools were built 
fast and tended to have just the bare 
minimum. Libraries were half-size areas 
off In a corner. Now we're getting ade- 
quate libraries, art and music rooms and 
other things that would have been part of 
the original design if wo had had the 
money at tho time." 


In Dlst. 21, Gill says, "The fact that 


we're not growing so fast means we can 
stabilize our educational program a 
little. I've always said that when new 
parents and teachers come Into the dis- 
trict we have to sell them on our history. 
That's been very hard when there arc so 
many of them at once." 


Tomchck, who may end up across bar- 


gaining tables with the superintendents 
on issues centered on declining enroll- 
ments, lends to agree. "Buildings arc a 
big bore," ho says. "I think tho schools 
need tho breathing room they're getting 
now. This will give the schools an oppor- 
tunity to offer a complete program." 


THE TREND TOWARD stable or dccl- 


I n I n g enrollments may change, of 
course, and districts may suddenly find 
themselves caught up In a new surge If 
trends change, but for now, at least, It 
appears the suburban school boom Is 
over. 


The public attitude toward the new 


calm is something that school officials 
find hard to measure. When schools were 
bursting at the scams, problems were 
easy to see and communities tended to, 
rally around* In the crisis atmosphere. 


Now, tho public may become apathetic* ' 


toward the schools that no longer have «'• 
a 11 e n 11 o n-ftrabblng problems. Or, in • 
Strong's fond hope, something else'may 
happen.

"In a crisis," Strong says, "people will; • 


accept things as the 'best you can 'do,'!'

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Nosepicking interferes with husband's love life 


Can you explain whal causes a person 


to pick hU note? We are all made alike. 
Some people do It and some do not. I was 
always taught not to, but to use • hand- 
kerchief or tissue. I never found my hus- 
band doing It until lately, and It not only 
dlilrcucs me, but I find II a disgusting 
habit. 1 have dropped a couple of hints, 
In fact came right out and said "you nev- 
er used |o do It." But, he continues to do 
it. nnd I rind It hard to respond to an 
embrace a short while afterward. 


It can be a nervous habit. Another 


problem that la frequently n factor in 
this habit b the dry nose. This happens 
to some people as they get older. The 
normal moUlurc of the lining of the nose 
dr!« out. 


When the dry nose Is the problem, a 


good Idea Is to place a smalt amount of 
petroleum jelly In the tip of each side of 
the nose each morning. You can use a 
cotton swab lo put tho small amount of 
lubricant In. Press the nostril shut on 
each side to help spread tho lubricant 
around. This will serve as a moisturizer 
and keep (he skin from getting dry and 
Irritating tho person. It will also help to 
prevent the formation of tight adherent 
crusts. Tell him "try It, you'll like It."

If I try nose breathing only, the nostril 
opening Is not nearly wide enough. Will 
this change with more exercise? In win. 
(cr If one nostril Is stulfed with a cold, 
the other would not be adequate If I were 
to breathe more than usual. Is there a 
safe way to correct this? 


Most people who must breathe heavily 


or move a lot of air breathe through 
their mouth. Just watch tho runners dur- 
ing competition. There Is nothing wrong 
with this. 


The 
doctor says

A lot of people have a nose that is 


more for decoration than functional pur- 
poses. That Is too bad since the small 
hair structures In the nose help to filter 
the air and the nasal passages warm the 
air before it reaches the lungs. 


If the air passageways are too narrow 


for reasonable breathing, it Is possible 
for them to be Increased In size by surgi- 
cal methods. The septum between the 
two sides of the nose may need to be 
straightened or excess tissue in the pas- 
sages removed. Your doctor can tell by 
examining you if you need to have the 
passages opened or not. The passages 
won't enlarge with exercise. 


If the passages arc so narrow that a 


person normally must use mouth breath- 
ing then something should be done to 
correct the problem. Persistent mouth 


breathing during the development yean 
can affect the appearance of the face 
and chin area. ' 


One of the best examples of this is the 


facial characteristics of the person with 
enlarged adenoid tissue in the back of 
the nose that interferes with normal 
breathing. The medical dictionary de- 
scribes it as a stupid expression, so you 
'can see it is not a pleasant expression. 
The adenoids are often removed when 


, the tonsils are removed. •

How suburbia lives

Although knee-deep snow drifts sur- 


rounded the Thomas Higglns home in Ar- 
lington Heights on the day of my visit, 
the interior reflected all the warmth and 
charm of a country spring day. 


TOM AND RENNIE HIGGINS restored iho round oak 
Heights home.

THI THOMAS HIGGINS family enjoyed an old-

that once was used to. store bread dough. In the 
left corner is a yarn winder from Bishop Hill, III. 


blend of primitive and early American 
decor in their suburban home. 


Rennie and Tom like the quality and 


craftsmanship of primitive furniture and 
think of their antiques as an investment. 
Many of their pieces have come from 
Ronnie's relatives in Park Ridge, but 
others were carefully selected from vari- 
ous antique centers throughout the state. 


Collections from the family include a 


solid cherry table which Rennie's grand- 
father purchased at an auction many 
years ago for 50 cents. According to Ren- 
nie, this tilt-top table is at least 100 years 
old and would be of considerable more 
value today. 


SUNBONNET baby plates that be- 


longed to her mother hang above a dry 
sink of pine in the window-lined living 
room. A copper wash tub now filled with 
a flourishing plant and a copper teapot 
once belonged to Rennie's great aunt. 
Other accents include salt cellars, a gin- 
ger box that was unearthed behind the 
family borne, hurricane lamps and a 
wooden cigar mold. 


Although Rennie and Tom prefer "old- 


er things" they are very discriminating 
in their choice of antiques. Regardless of 
the age, they select only the pieces that 
appeal to both of them and blend with 
the'primitive decor. 
'"We like to leave or restore the an- 
tiques to the most natural state pos- 
sible," said Rennie. 


Faced with the problem of what to do 


with a large — perhaps institutional size 
— kraut cutter, Tom added legs and it 
became a coffee table. 


ONE OF THE most unusual pieces in 


the home is an old pine box from the late 
1800s that was originally a container for 
letting bread dough rise. When it was 
time to bake bread, the top was used as 
a kneading and preparation surface. It is 
now a storage box in the living room. 
Another once functional object is a yarn 
winder that came from Bishop Hill, 111., 
onetime Swedish commune. 


Although partial to pine, Rennie likes 


the effect of combining various woods 
and does so with excellent taste. A large 
oak table from her. family stands in the 
center of the dining room. It, too, is sur- 
rounded by pine furniture and other an- 
tique accents. 


A copper apple .bucket now holds at- 


tractive greenery. A pine flour bin has 
been restored-as a small buffet piece. An 
Amlsh washstand holds a traditional wa- 
ter pitcher and basin. Dating to the 
1700s, Rennie feels that the washstand 
may be the' "oldest" antique in the 
home. Depression glass and pieces of 


original flowblue glass add colorful ac- 
cents to the room. 


RENNIE IS VERY adept at needle- 


point and has done several samplers for 
the home. One of the most interesting is 
a clock design to which her husband 
added the works and frame to create a 
functional timepiece. 


The kitchen, too, has its.share of old- 


fashioned touches. A wall grouping fea- 
tures a large wooden clothespin, a nut- 
meg grater, a decorative carving found 
on the end of a wooden box and other 
primitive objects Rennie has acquired.

Tom 
did the remodeling along with the addi- 
tion of a Ben Franklin fireplace. Besides 
enlarging the living area, the basement 
now makes a pleasant play area for the 
Higgins" two small daughters, Heather, 
7, and Bonnie, 3. 


THE GIRLS have the good fortune of 


being able to enjoy miniature antiques hi 
their upstairs bedroom. A miniature 
hutch and child-size walnut table and 
chairs, which also came from Rennie's 
family, are delightful additions to the 
room. Although the girls sleep on a cano- 
py trundle bed, a small wooden cradle is 
ideal for dolls. 


A massive walnut bed that belonged to 


Rennie's great-granlmother stands in 
the master bedroom. 


"After ehe died, it stood in a shed be- 


hind my grandmother's house until we 
restored it," said Rennie. An old-fashion- 
ed quilt, for which Rennie takes total 
credit, adds a truly Early American 
look.

Energy crisis threat to food supply 


Through the inefficient and hazardous 


system of trial and error, even rats can 
icarn. But can the U.S. government? 


Last year a disastrous grain deal with 


Russia sent this country into a tnllspln. 
The enormous export of wheat, at a 
"bargain" price for tho 
Russians, 


coupled with certain other coincidental 
factors, resulted In sky-high food prices 
and a dangerously low reserve grain sup- 
ply in tho U.S. 


This month USDA announced that in 


1074 China will Import a record $1 billion 
worth of agricultural products from the 
U.S., up $8 million from last year. The 
Chinese are expected to buy 4 million 
tons of U.S. wheat 


Tho announcement comes on the heels

According to Lester 
Brown, currently with tho Overseas De- 
velopment Council, a bad crop this year- 
In tho U.S. and Canada could mean a 
severe, worldwide food shortage. 


Grimmer still Is the fact that bad 


weather and disease as thrcaU to good 
crops have now been joined by a third 
specter: tho energy crisis. 


Tho administration has pledged that 


farmers will get all the fuel they need to 
produce their crops. But the government 
can't give away what It doesn't have; if 
there Isn't enough fuel, the food won't be 
produced.

Ever since the Russian wheat deal, 


many agri-business economists have 
been calling for a national agricultural 
policy that would protect domestic food 
supplies and provide for orderly export 
of surpluses. 


Experts who have urged such a policy 


include C. W. Cook, chairman of the 
board of General Foods, and Clifford 
Hardin, former secretary of agriculture 
and vice chairman of Ralston Purina. 


"If formers know that machinery for 


regulating exports Is available and will 
be used to protect domestic supplies if 


needed, they will certainly expand with 


greater courage and confidence," Hardin 
told a news conference last September. 


COOK AND OTHER economists ad- 


dressing the conference proposed the es- 
tablishment of an export board — an 
agency that would gather statistics on 
production and demand and would then . 
determine how much wheat, corn, etc., 
the country could export In a given year. 


The economists pointed out that such a 


system has long existed In Canada and 
seems to work better than the ill-in- 
formed scrambling of U.S. export com- 
panies which resulted In the Russian 
wheat deal.

But it seems this belter skelter trading 


is continuing — perhaps taking its direc- 
tion now from the energy situation. Fol- 
lowing the Russian wheat deal last year, 
the U.S. signed an agreement to import 
natural gas from the Soviet Union, a 
swap which George Koch, president of 
tho Grocery Manufacturers of America, 
characterized as- "Increasing fossil fuels 
at the expense of agricultural fuels 
(food)." 


This country's longtime' lack of an 


energy policy has finally caught up with 
it. The lack of a food policy may soon do 
likewise. And that could happen even 
sooner if food exportation is used as a 
stop-gap measure for dealing with the 
energy crisis.

victims of inadequate insulation. A 
simple test offered by an insulation man- 
ufacturer can tell you whether or not you 
need additional Insulation. 


Place a thermometer on the Inside sur- 


face of an outside wall and another near 
the center of the room. If, after four 
hours, there Is a difference of more than 
five degrees, you should consider up- 
grading the Insulation. 


If you find this necessary, remember 


that Insulation is rated by R-values. The 
higher the R-value, the more heat the 
insulation will keep inside during winter, 
and outside during summer. 


Commonwealth Edison 
recommends 


IM9 in the ceiling and R-ll in walls and 
floors over unheated basements or ven- 
ted crawl spaces. A home unsulated to 
these standards Is well suited for eco- 
nomical heating and air conditioning. 


Storm windows and doors reduce 


wasted energy during cold weather. 
Frigid air normally leaks through these 
openings which should protect your home 
with an Island of warm air. 


Another item to consider Is weath- 


crstripping. Window and door frames are 
notorious for leaks that storm windows 
and doors can't stop. There are several 
inexpensive caulking compounds avail- 
able at your local hardware store which 
can stop winter air Infiltration through 
these openings. 


If you have a fireplace in your home, 


make sure that the damper Is firmly 
closed when not In use. The fireplace 
draws warm air from your home through 
the chimney and out Into the elements 
much like an exhaust fan during sum- 
mer. When the damper Is left open, the 
heat loss Is tremendous. 


The major cause of high heating costs 


Is poor insulation. By making a conscious 
effort to keep doors and windows proper- 
ly scaled, chimney dampers firmly shut 
and heat registers free of obstructions, 
you can enjoy a more confortable winter 
for less than you paid last year for heat.

While usual sources of heating fuel arc 


in short supply — many Illinois families 
are resorting to fuel supplements or sub- 
stitutes they aren't familiar with, says 
Ordie Hogsett, University of Illinois Ex- 
tension safety specialist 


Lack of knowledge and experience con- 


cerning installation and operation of 
stoves and heaters burning coal, wood or 
kerosene may bring disaster to your 
home. 


Here are some practical guidelines of- 


fered by Hogsett: 


Follow local regulations pertaining to 


portable heaters. Where they are 
allowed, install and use them according 
to manufacturers instructions. If the 
original directions are missing — as 
with secondhand or seldom-used devices 
— get professional guidance from your 
local fire department or building in- 
spector's office. 


Have major and permanent in- 


stallations made by a licensed heating 
contractor and checked by enforcement

authorities. Be sure chimneys and chim- 
ney connectors are tight and clean. Dis- 
pose of ashes safely, in tightly-covered 
metal containers, never in boxes or bags. 


Don't buy or use a portable heater that 


wobbles and might tip over. With stoves 
burning solid fuel — coal or wood — it's 
essential to learn how to start, fuel and 
tend the fire. Be sure you understand 
how to operate and'use dampers proper- 
ly. Avoid pouring combustible liquids 
into on already-heated stove to get a 
quick start or to "freshen" the fire. 


Place portable heaters away from 


stairwells and doorways where they 
could block escape In case of fire. Keep 
all heaters away from flammable mate- 
rials, such as draperies, upholstered fur- 
niture, towels, bedding and clothing. 
Keep people well away from heaters, es- 
pecially children and anyone wearing 
floor-length clothing or long, loose 
sleeves. 


Be sure your home is ventilated well 


enough to assure a continuous supply of 
fresh air. If you plan to use a portable 
charcoal burner intended for outdoor 
cooking — such as a barbeque grill or 


hibachl — place it in the fireplace 
where the chimney will draw up the car- 
bon monoxide produced by the burning 
charcoal. A build-up of this gas in a 
room could cause asphyxiation. 
'. * 


Hogsett points out that many local 


building codes prohibit use of room h©t- 
ers and carefully regulate other heating 
devices. These codes have been devel- 
oped for protection of the public. Don't 
risk your life and the lives of your family 
by violating common sense or official 
regulations while trying to ward off the 
cold.

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Wise shopping plan makes home-buying much easier 


NEW YORK (UPI) -Whether you're 


laying in the week's groceries, filling out 
your wardrobe or looking for a new 
house, It'i wise to nave a shopping plan. 


Haphazard shopping can wreck a budg- 


et and result In disappointment. When 
too many Impulse purchases strain the 
food budget, however, a week of spaghet- 
ti, hot dogs and hamburgers can set It 
right. The wrong dress will hang in the 
closet a year or two at most. 


But the wrong house is something you 


— and the whole family — may have to 
live with for years. Finding the right 
home probably is the most difficult, as 
well as the most expensive, decision the 
average family makes. 


To organize and simplify the Job, State 


Farm Fire and Casualty Co., Bloom* 
ington 111., has just issued a 24-page 
working guidebook for houschunters. 


The booklet is divided Into three sec- 


tions, each designed for use at a differ- 
ent stage in the search for the right 
house. "The guide won't be needed for 
most of the homes you look at," the com- 
pany notes. "You'll know pretty quickly 
whether you're interested In them or not. 
But it can help you make a final decision 
when all but two or three possibilities 
have been eliminated. 


The first section is a Quick Check pro- 


viding at • glance essential information 
about three possible choices. The second, 
a basic check, goes into more detail re- 
garding the physical aspects of the three 
most likely prospects. Section three is a 
detailed inspection of the one home 
which stems most suitable, to help avoid 
overlooking any Important points. 


In Its basic check for living areas, the 


guide covers the following points: 


General layout is most Important. The 


home should provide free traffic flow. 
Keep family's living style In mind and 
anticipate problem areas. Ideally, kitch- 
en and living room should have southern 


exposures to get plenty of sunlight. Emp- 
ty rooms can appear deceptively large. 
Get measurements, note placement of 
windows, doors, etc. to make sure furni- 
ture will fit. If the borne has wallpaper 
you don't like, remember it can be a 
chore for you to remove and expensive to 
have it done. 


Kitchen. Probably the most Important 


single room in the home, also the most 
costly on a square-foot basis. Keep in 
mind If It needs remodeling. Check lay- 
out, placement of stove, refrigerator, 
sink and counters for efficiency. Ask 
what appliances come with the house, 
how old they are. See that they're in 
good working order. The kitchen, should 
be close to the garage, laundry room, 
family room, and patio, to save steps. 
Ventilation over the range is a plus. 


Living Room. Size is the most impor- 


tant factor, followed by layout and loca- 
tion. Measure and sketch a rough layout 
to see if your furniture will fit. Foyer Is 
preferable to a door opening directly into 
the room. It reduces drafts and.provides 
privacy. In older homes, especially, the 
fireplace may not be in working order. 
See that the coat closet is bandy. Check' 
the number and location of electrical out- 
lets and wall switches. 


Dinning Room Area. Make sure It's big 


enough for your needs. The size of the 
dining area, in particular, can often be 
deceptive. There should be sufficient 
room to circulate around the table with- 
out crowding. Consider convenience to 
the kitchen and whether-the kitchen is 
visible to guests. Check for electrical out- 
lets and adequacy of lighting. Remember 
that a dimmer switch is a real con- 
venience. 


Bathrooms. The size and number of 


bathrooms is important, especially for 
growing families. Quality of fixtures is 
another consideration. Generally figure 
one bathroom for every two to three

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Home heating systems require regular care 


A lot of people arc suddenly nwnro that 


heating contractors arc very busy men, 
and getting one to check a system that 
isn't working may require patience. 


On the other hand, there are many 


things that homeowners con do them- 
selves to keep the house warm while the 
fuel lasts, and the National Better Heat- 
Ing-Cooling Council Is listing a few of 
them. 


Regardless of the kind of system you 


have — hydronlcs (hot water), warm air 
or electric resistance — vacuum all dis- 
tributors regularly. In warm air systems 
this means cleaning the registers and 
changing the filters often. Dust is an in- 
sulator, and If enough collects, It will 
keep the heat from getting into the room. 
Also, in warm air systems, the heat is 
circulated by fans or blowers, and if the 
outlets ore dirty you'll be breathing dirty 
air. 


Make sure the motor and blower are 


oiled, and the belt drive adjusted. If 
there Is a humldlfcr, the water supply 
should be on and In good working order. 


In hydronic systems, clean all the radi- 


ators. If you have baseboard heating, re- 
move tho front panels and vacuum the 
heating elements. Don't bo afraid of 
thorn. Tho panels lift off with a little 
pressure. Sometimes air gets Into the 
system and prevents tho hot water from 
circulating. To correct this, you'll have 
to 'bleed' tho lines. 


Find tho nearest vent — usually at tho 


end of tho run where tho system is re- 
turning to tho boiler, and place a small 
saucer under it. Turn up tho thermostat 
to activate tho system. Using a very 
small screwdriver, open tho vent until 
some water escapes. Close the vent. You 
have solved tho problem. 


Add a few drops of oil to the circulator 


onco a year to keep It in good working 
order. 


Even if your system is working proper- 


ly, It pays to have a contractor check It 


every year. Just by cleaning the chimney 
and adjusting the burner, he will in- 
crease its efficiency and reduce your fuel 
bills. 


Some older heating plants run at only 


60-60 per cent efficiency and should be 
replaced. The new ones operate at 75-80 
per cent efficiency, and in only two or 
three yean, at today's prices for fuel, 
will pay for themselves. 


Planned developments make 
more efficient use of land 


Planned Unit Development (PUD), a 


giant step forward toward more effective 
use of available land, will now take on 
added importance to home builders and 
land developers.

"While the PUD is not a cure-all, it 


docs ease the job of builders and devel- 
opers in achieving suitable, as well as 
feasible, variety In a community — a 
balanced blend of detached homes, 
townhouses and apartments. 


"There is an added advantage for the 


developer who can use the natural to- 
pography of the land more effectively. 
Another plus is that existing features can 
be retained — the bulldozer is not sent in 
to level everything in sight," the Esmark 
report states. 


The growing popularity of planned de- 


velopments with home buyers, the report 
notes, is certainly not to be overlooked. 
"A well-designed Planned Unit Devel- 
opment offers a variety of housing, regu- 
lated automobile traffic, attractive, open, 
usable areas and, recreational and shop- 
ping centers, as well as other community 
facilities. 


"When you put housing, commercial 


and civic facilities together in one area, 
the result is actually a 'new town'," the 
report points out 


"The pure economics of a well-de- 


signed Planned Unit Development may 
well help a builder or developer breathe 
easier. PUDs generally, at least up to 
now, result in reduced land development 
costs. A greater density of housing — ne- 
cessitated by soaring land costs — can 
be achieved. 


"The PUd concept is spreading — de- 


velopments range in size from ten acres 
to several hundred. The big story, how- 
ever, is basically that it is making for 
better communities for thousands of 
American families," the report con- 
cludes.

A tightly constructed home Is one whh 


good Insulation and vapor barriers, tight- 
ly fitting storm doors and windows, and 
complete wcatherstripping. Also, if there 
is a fireplace, it should be provided with 
a damper that can be closed when not in 
use. A tightly constructed home needs 
less humidity to maintain desired com- 
fort level*. 


Loosely constructed homes are subject 


to frigid air Infiltration due to the many 
openings in the windows and doors. 
These homes require more humidity to 
maintain required comfort levels. They 
also require more heat. 


Upgrading the quality of insulation will 


help in the conservation of heating oils 
this winter.

October housing permits 
down from 1972 figures 


Construction activity In the six county 


metropolitan area of Chicago declined 51 
per cent in October this year from fig- 
ures reported for the same month in 
1972, according to the Bell Federal Sav- 
ings Survey of Building. 


According to that Survey, the number 


of housing units (apartment and single 
family) for which permits were issued In 
October reached only 3,290 compared to 
the 6,671 reported in October, 1972. 


Single family homes declined 23 per 


cent (from 2,323 to 1,793) and multiple 
permits decreased 66 per cent (from 
4,346 to 1,407). 


The sharpest decrease was noted In 


apartment units in the suburban towns 
where only 763 permits were recorded 
while 3,428 were reported in October, 
1972. 


The combined totals of permits Issued 


for single family and apartment units in 
the first nine months of 1972 were IB per 
cent lower than figures reported for the

same period last year reaching only 
39,189 compared to 47,504 in 1972. 


Again, the largest volume in the nine 


month analysis occurred in multi-family 
activity in the suburban areas which 
reached 19,585 in 1972 and only 15,207 in 
the first nine months of this year.

"For condo/co-op owners, this means 


relatively easy access to their jobs — a 
factor of increasing importance as the 


energy crisis deepens. 


"And as demand for these close-in con- 


dos or co-ops increases, so will their 
prices on resale," he adds. 


Holladay notes that the recent trend of 


c o n v e r t i n g apartments into con- 
dominiums or cooperatives will acceler- 
ate hi 1974 — particularly for apartment 
complexes in downtown urban areas. 


"The picture for construction of new 


condo/co-op buildings — it is still too 
early to assess in any meaningful way, 
the impact of fuel shortages on the plans 
of both developers and builders," he 
says. 


•"But, overall, the condo/co-op scene 


for "74 is bullish," Holladay concludes.

"Growth In the Fox River Valley is 


being compared to the Anaheim-Orange 
County, California area of the early 60's 
and the Oak Brook-Schaumburg area of 
tho late 60's," sold Harold Gossman, ex- 
ecutive vicQ-presldcnt, Elgin Area Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Population of the Val- 
ley's five Kane County townships in- 
creased by 232 per cent between 1960-70, 
and Is expected to rise from the 1970 to- 
tal of 257,171 to well over 330,000 by I960. 


During tho same ten-year period (I860- 


70), residential housing (single-family 


* wooded lots and estates mixed with an 


increasing trend toward multi-family 
units) Increased by 12,861 in number and 
$281,044340 in value. 


It is interesting to observe that Chi- 


cago's suburban population rise, which 
splralcd during tho 60's, has declined 
during this decade. The average annual 
population Increase In Chicago's suburbs 
was 2.1 per cent since 1870, according to 


" a recent study by the Northeastern mi- 


nols Planning Commission (NIPC). The 
M's rate was 3.1 per cent. Growth totals 
for all four counties in <he Valley in- 
creased 32 per cent during the last dec- 
ade. 


"Families want country living ... a 


relaxed environment Such a priority Is 
shaping the Volley's dynamic growth 
pattern," said Robert L. Roberts, vice- 
president marketing for The Branlgar 
Organization, developing The Windings 
of Ferson Creek. 


"A recent Gallup Poll Indicated Just 13 


per cent of the people preferred city liv- 
ing over a non-urban residence. Seven 
years earlier, a similar Gallup Poll la- 
dlcated 22 per cent of the dty dweflers 
said they preferred urban living.

Hypnotherapy may provide a new weapon in science's fight against obesity

I am chasing Jane Fonda through an 


alley. Slir U screaming and looking back 
an I draw nearer. I calch up to her. Sud- 
denly, she disappear*. She's not there 
anymore. I cry. • • • 


The song Is melodic. The words talk of 


I he breaking of day. Of blackbirds speak- 
ing. Of rains falling on the first grass. Of 
sunlight. Of God's creation. 


Soothing. Simple sounds. Used to relax 


and produce n euphoric state In my 
mind. Deeper. Deeper. Deeper. Relaxed. 
Floating on air. Floating lazily. Floating 
peacefully, floating on down. Floating. 


A fresh morning. Bright. Crackling. 


Blue skim coming my way. Hot sun. Si- 
lent birds flylrg. Lying In the sand with 
waves coming over me. Sensual. Tran- 
quil. 


Somewhere. In a green park, a red bal- 


loon li llril to my wrist. A string pulls 
my arm upward. II hangs. Suspended. 
I.lmp. I.lkr a marionette's. Muscles free. 
So free anil quiet.• • • 


One. Two. Three. SLEEP. 
I am under hypnosis. 
The black chair Is in a reclining posi- 


tion and vibrating In such a way that 
almost every muscle in my body is being 
massaged and kneaded. My eyes arc 
closed and in (he dim light of the small, 
square, soundproof room I am in the 
twilight.

Deeper. Deeper. Relaxed. Deeper. Deeper on down. 


through my headset, as the songs before. 
Word; and phrases which are piercing 
ami very, very suggestive. Words and 
p'irascs designed to elicit an unflltercd 
response from my subconscious. 


AND I RESPOND. About my real and 


true feelings and attitudes toward sex. 
Toward my lifestyle. Toward my under- 
lying desires about what I want most out 


of life. The usual. Fame. Fortune. Recog- 
nition. Power. Peace. Satisfaction. 


It's all in the Inner recesses of my 


mind. The trick is to get it out. To plunge 
past the fatty, false pretentions and cov- 
erups that shield my gut reactions to- 
ward the world around me. It's some- 
thing we all do. 


Being In a trance is like daydreaming 


only in this case a hypnotherapist, Dr. 
Lawrence J. Beurct, Is monitoring and 
evaluating my every response to this 
word association test. 


Dr. Beurct, who at 31 is operating one 


of about a dozen hypnotherapy centers in 
the country out of the Gas and Electric 
Building in downtown Rockford, is but a 
catalyst guiding me into the hypnotic 
trance. 


I am being hypnotized for the first 


time. It takes about 10 minutes before 
the imaginary red balloon pulls my arm 
to an extended position. 


THE DOCTOR sits to my right and 


slightly behind me. He puts his fore- 
finger on top of my head and tells me to 
look up at it. Although this Is impossible 
I roll my eyes upward and then slowly 
down and closed upon his command. 


He tells me to picture a large, red bat- 


loon. With a string attached. The string 
is wrapped around my wrist. For empha- 
sis and to bring me to total awareness of 
this sight Dr. Beuret pinches my wrist. 


He Is now telling me the balloon Is ris- 


ing into the air and taking my wrist and 
arm with it. I can see and feel it happen- 
ing. And then my wrist and arm are 
really moving up. First the hand, then 
the arm. A few minutes later, my arm is 
extended gently in the air. 


Dr. Beuret leaves the room. He goes 


' into a small studio In which he watches 
me through closed-circuit television. It is 
here he feeds tape recordings through 
the headsets. The tapes talk mainly 
about taking a positive mental attitude 
toward life. That you're only as good as 


Hypnotherapist Dr. Lawrence Beuret in his monitoring studio. 


"One... You're coming up. 
Two... Almost aicake. 
Three... Wide aicake. Feel- 
ing refreshed. Feeling 
great...' 


you feel. And act. And other mind-build- 
ing suggestions. 


THE VOICE is Dr. Beuret's. In a low 


monotone and drawing out each world, 
he leads me through and deeper into the 
trance with a series of suggestions about 
relaxing my body. 


"Feel the tension going out of your 


muscles. Feel the heaviness of your eye- 
lids. You are going deeper and deeper 
relaxed. Deeper. Deeper. Deeper. Re- 
laxed. Deeper. Deeper. Deeper on down. 
Deeper. Deeper. Deeper. Relaxed. Deep- 
er. Deeper. Deeper on down. Deeper. 
Deeper. Deeper. Relaxed. Deeper. Deep- 
er. Deeper on down." 


I am conscious at all times. I have a 


feeling that my limbs are so heavy I can- 
not move them. That my body is plas- 
tered to the choir and will never turn 
loose. My breathing rate increases. I am 
fully aware of what's going on. My nose 
itches. It's too much trouble to scratch 
it. 


My mouth becomes moist again and 


my breathing steadies as I go deeper and 
deeper under. The vibrating chair does 
enough to make me relax by itself. With 
the dreamy-like suggestions of the doctor 
I am falling to even greater depths. 


IN ANOTHER relaxation technique I 


am told to tighten every muscle in my 
body. For about 60 seconds I become ri- 
gid, like a hunting dog pointing toward a 
fallen bird. Trying to hold this posture 
for a full minute is excrutlating. But then 
comes the release and the tremendous 
tenseness is gone. Dr. Beuret tells me to 
enter into a deeper sleep. "Deeper. 
Deeper. Deeper. Relaxed. Deeper. Deep- 
er. Deeper on down." 


Bringing me out of this trance is sim- 


ilar to putting me in it Dr. Beuret counts 
slowly to three. 


"One. You're coming up. Two. Almost 


awake. THREE. Wide awake. Feeling re- 
freshed. Feeling great." And, I begin to 
think, able to leap tall buildings at a 
single bound. 


I sought Dr. Beuret for this story on 


what it is like to be hypnotized and to 
discuss with him the increasing role hyp- 
nosis Is playing since the American Med 
ical Assn. became aware of its potentials 
In the late 1950s. 


I have since begun a six-month pro- 


gram of once-a-week visits to him as a 
patient. 


MY PROBLEM is weight. In this, the 


richest and most plentiful nation of all, 
millions of Americans are either flabby 
or downright obese. I am the latter. 


There are about as many reasons for 


obesity as there are obese people. The 
real problem is not overweight but over- 
eating. Heredity has nothing to do with 
it. Maybe environment plays a part, but 
you aren't born fat. 


Psychiatrists 
give 
other 
reasons. 


Something or a series of things may 
have psychologically affected an infant. 
The results of the feeding process, the 
comfort and good feeling that accom- 
panies it, sticks with him. It becomes a 
conditioned response when repeated over 


and over, which then carries over when 
he becomes an adult. When an emotional 
crisis arises, the adult's subconscious 
mind says, "EAT." Or, overeat 


All I know is that I am a compulsive 


cater. Some of the reasons psychiatrists 
list are applicable to me. How else can I 
explain grabbing a hamburger sandwich 
with french fries and a Coke. On the way 
home to dinner. 


Or, attacking the main course of a 


meal and then, half an hour later, after 
catching my breath and wiping the sweat 
from my brow, asking myself, "Did I eat 
dinner? I don't remember. I don't re- 
member chewing my food. I don't re- 
member what it really tasted like. Why 
am I still hungry?" 


But, I'm not hungry. I don't need to 


eat. I just want to. That is why the thera- 
py program, accompanied by a special 
weight program designed to change my 
eating habits. 


DR. BEURET opened his center in 


February after completing his residency 
training at the National Academy of 
Medical Hypnosis in Atlanta. This follow- 
ed his graduation from Loyola Medical 
School, Internship at Rockford Memorial 
Hospital and residency in pediatrics and 
adolescent psychiatry at the Mayo Clinic. 


He says he has had good success with 


his patients in such problem areas as se- 
xual dysfunction, frigidity, 
alcoholism 


and insomnia. Most of his patients are 
from the Rockford area with about a 
third from Chicago and suburbs. 


Most people believe a hypnotist can go 


"ZAP!" and cure his patient. While this 
holds true in some cases. Dr. Beuret ex- 
plained, the majority of patients need 
several months of therapy. The average 
cost is between $20 and $40 per hour, de- 
pending on the length of the particular 
therapy program. 


The underlying causes to their prob- 


lems must be found, he said. Then, it Is 
up to him to make sure any thoughts the 
patients have about them arc eradicated 
and new, more positive thinking re- 
placed. And reinforced. Again and again. 


A key to this process is the return to 


the past, to times and experiences that 
may have played a key role in creating 
these problems. It Is called age-regres- 
sio.i and while it can cause many anx- 
ious moments within patients it is found 
to be the best method in getting to the 
root of their problems. 


Regressing is touched off by an actual 


dream a patient has while asleep at 
night, like my Jane Fonda dream. In a 
session with Dr. Beuret, thu dream 
touched off the remembrances of hap- 
penings in my life that point up some of 
my problems. Insecurity. Self-defeating. 
Self-conscious. 


This is countered by a suggestion that 


I picture a golden, full-length mirror, 
with lights shining on it, causing a glis- 
tening effect. "Now see yourself in this 
mirror. The way you want to look. The 
way you'd like to be seen. The way you 
always wished." 


AND THERE I am. Handsome. Impec- 


cably dressed In a finely woven suit. 
With prominent-looking glasses balanced 
delicately on my nose. Distinguished. A 
briefcase in my handi 


Then I am transformed. I become an 


active father sitting on the floor playing 
with my real-life 16-month-old daughter 
while my wife watches, smiling. 


The image changes again. I am stand- 


ing in a white tennis outfit, racket in one 
hand, towel around my shoulders. The 
picture of health. The picture of man- 
hood. 


It is an image I'll get to yet.

While the beans are 
cooking heat Itt tablespoons oil in a skit- 
let and saute 1 pound green peppers (3 
large) which have been seeded and 
coarsely chopped. Add 1V4 pounds (3 
large) onions, peeled and coarsely 
chopped. Cook, stirring frequently, until 
onions are soft. 


Add 2 cloves garlic, peeled and 


crushed, and tt cup minced parsley. (I 
reduce amount of garlic to ft teaspoon, 
powder, but use your own Judgment). 


In another skillet melt ft cup butter or 


margarine. When hot put in 2tt pounds 
of lean ground beef chuck and 1 pound 
lean ground pork. Cook about IS minutes, 
until all rod has left the meat.

Dwindling enrollment a mixed blessing for schools

Lait of a series 


Ken GUI, superintendent of Wheeling. 


Buffalo Grovo Elementary Dlst. 21, sat 
back In his chair recently and declared, 
"I always said I wanted to see this dis- 
trict fully built and out of debt. Now It 
looks like maybe I'll live that long." 


The event that has given Gill new faith 


In the length of his life Is the slowing of 
enrollment growth for school "districts In 
the Northwest suburbs. 


In Dlst. 21, growth has dropped from 


more than 1,000 students a year at the 
beginning of the decade to Just 150 this 
year. "The good part of our situation 
right now-is that we've got planning 
lime," Gill says. 


However, the slower enrollment growth 


and enrollment decline that face many 
districts have some negative effects, too. 
On the horizon is the possibility that 
some districts may construct too many 


buildings, forcing closings later when en* 
rollment declines, i 


SUPT. EDWARD GRODSKY of Pros- 


pect Heights Dlst. 23, for example, says 
he has been under pressure from resi- 
dents in the Northgato and Ivy Hill sub- 
divisions in Arlington Heights to build a 
school for their youngsters — but so far 
enrollments don't warrant it. 


Dlst. 23 now has about 1,700 students, 


Grodsky says, and room In its school 
buildings for 2,300 — but the vacant 


classrooms aren't always near the chil- 
dren, and that can mean busing. 


But to Grodsky the, alternative, build- 


Ing a school which, may not be needed, is 
more distasteful. "How do you-go back 
to. a community and tell them you have 
to close down a school — especially If It's 
not paid for yet?" he asks. 


In Mount Prospect Dlst. 57, where en- 


rollment has been going down since 1964, 
the problem of empty' classrooms has 
been handled another' way. The district 


has rented out classrooms to other 
agencies. The district is now renting 
space to the Northwest Education Coop- 
erative (NEC) computer and bilingual 
programs and to a computer cooperative 
run by several area villages. 


Dlst. 57 has coped less successfully 


with another problem that can plague a 
district with enrollment declines — the 
problem problem of finances. 


AS ENROLLMENT has gone down, 


Dlst. 57 Business Mgr. J. C. Busenhart 


says, the savings the district has realized 
by buying fewer supplies has been al- 
most exactly eaten up by Inflation. "By 
keeping the same supply budget for few- 
er kids each year, we've stayed even," 
Busenhart says. 


The largest expenditure, and, there- 


fore, the possible area of largest saving, 
in any school budget Is for teachers. But 
saving money on teachers as enrollment

Bargain hunters, better make sure 


those "after the holiday sales" are 
for real. The Chicago regional office 
of the Federal Trade Commission 
warns that, a few shady merchants 
are waiting to bilk consumers who 
mistakenly believe they're getting 
more for their money. 


The blitz of post-Christmas, 


January clearance and inventory 
oloseout sales traditionally draw 
sales volume second only to Christ- 
mas, according to Kenneth Cole, vice 
president of the Illinois Retail Mer- 
chants Association. Cole said legiti- 
mate bargains are available in many 
lines such as linens, shoes, clothing, 
and furniture. But he-cautioned that 
"some stores always bave-oalesv So 


the sale price is pretty much the 
regular price." 


HERE ARE simmlcks to watch out 


for, advises the FTC: 


• The former-price comparison; 


When an advertisement says an item 
was formerly (regularly, originally, 
etc.) one price and it's now a lower 
price, moke sure the former price 
was openly offered to the public for a • 
recent period of time. Otherwise, the 
bargain that's advertised is a false- 
one. 


• Comparison with a competitor's • 


price; It's all right for a retailer to 
advertise "elsewhere $10, our price 
$7.50" if the majority of retailers of- 
fer an item at the $10 price, says the 
agency. But when competitors are 


not selling the item at the higher 
price, the consumer is falsely led to 
believe that he's saving money rath- 
er than paying the regular price. 


This applies to comparable value 


advertisement, adds the FTC. The 
smart shopper knows that a price 
comparison is genuine only if it rep- 
resents a similar quality item and is. 
offered- at the advertised price at 
most stores in the area. 


• List price • or suggested retail* 


price comparisons: Many shoppers 
believe the manufacturers's list price 
or suggested retail price represents 
the price at which an item is usually 
sold. But the lower price is only a 
bargain if a substantial r"tmi»T of

Simple words were holiday's 


highlight for Kent's family

Betto Bauman's Christmas present 


came o day late this year, but that didn't 
matter one bit. The present was from 
her 7-year-old son, Kent, who had spent 
his Christmas In Alcxlon Brothers Medi- 
cal Center. The present was a simple two 
words, "HI Mommy." 


Kent spoke yesterday the first time 


since he said goodbye to his mother and 
left for school more than nine weeks ago. 
Hit by a car a few minutes later, Kent 
lay In a coma for 11 days and has been 
semiconscious for most of the time since. 


"It's the best Christmas present I ever 


got," said Mrs. Bauman. Kent was with 
his father yesterday morning when he 
started to talk. Kent, who's been fed 
through a tube to his stomach, just this 
week started to eat some solid foods 
again. 


"I colled the hospital to ask Kent's dad 


how breakfast went," said Mrs. Bauman. 
He put the phone to Kent's ear and Kent 
said, 'Hi Mommy.' We were pulling 
people out of the shower at home so they 
could listen," she added. Kent has a 
brother and sister, both teenagers. 


"It's Just so fantastic, I want to keep 


him saying things," said Mrs. Bauman. 
"I hope ho never stops." 


Kent's fight for recovery was the sub- 


ject of a Herald article on Christmas 
Eve. Although his progress since being 
token out of traction a week before 
Christmas has been tremendous, doctors 
don't know when he'll be able to come 
home. 


YOUNG KENT was hit by a car while 


crossing Thorndale Avenue in Medlnah 
to catch his school bus. He sufferer sev- 
ere head injuries, a fractured leg and 
numerous cuts and bruises. 


The news of Kent's first words spread 


quickly throughout the hospital yesterday 
to tho nurses who'd crowded around his 
bed during the weeks before, telling, 
jokes and making faces, trying to get a 
reaction from Kent. 
' 


Eventually, news got through to all the 


others who'd been keeping tabs on Kent 
during the past few months, from the 
strangers who stopped by his bed to pin 
a holy medal on his sheet, to policemen 
who'd check on his progress regularly. 
They, too, had a share In the present that 
seemed to extend Christmas one day. 


formed he intends to file it. Rather, said 
Rudd, he will be representing other tax- 
payers who will be named when the suit 
is filed. 


Rudd said he has not yet decided just 


how much money he will seek in punitive - 
damages, but Indicated $2.4 million as a 
possible figure. It definitely will be "In 
the millions," he said, estimating K&B 
gained a paper profit of $800,000 when its 
land was zoned for multiple-family devel- 
opment He said he "wouldn't stick" by 
the $800,000 figure for his suit, because 
"I think It could be higher. I can'con- 
ceive of asking for triple damages." 


ALTHOUGH THE village could reap 


Income should Rudd's suit prove success-' 
ful, Mayor Virginia Hayter foresees only 
"a lot of negative headlines" for Hoff- 
man Estates. "I wish him well," she 
said. 


The mayor said it would be difficult to 


prove the village suffered financial dam- 
age from the development, noting there 
has not been a village tax Increase in 
four years. She also pointed out K&B has 
paid costs of increased services such as 
water supply, in negotiated contracts 
which she termed fair. 


"He will have to prove damage. I can't 


prove anything, there's nothing there," 
said the mayor. 


Rudd is not naming only K&B In the 


suit. The six former officials and the at- 
torney for K&B also will be named, but 
Rudd said "the big one will be against 
K&B because they are the ones that have 
got the assets." He hopes to prove Hoff- 
man Estates residents suffered financial 
damage by the high density zoning grant- 
ed for the K&B land as a result of bribes 
paid to two former village mayors and 
four former trustees. 


BUT ACTUAL damage will not be a 


big part of the suit It is necessary to 
prove actual damage to obtain punitive 
damages. Although the village plan and 
zoning commission recommended ap- 
proving K&B's project by unanimous 
vote, Rudd maintains the zoning was in- 
consistent with previous village patterns. 


Rudd wants to "make it so financially

Bette Bauman's Christmas present

"It's the best Christmas present I ever 


got," said Mrs. Bauman. Kent was with 
his father yesterday morning when ho 
started to talk. Kent, who's been fed 
through a tube to his stomach, just this 
week started to eat some solid foods 
again. 


"I called the hospital to ask Kent's dad 


how breakfast went," said Mrs. Bauman. 
Ho put the phone to Kent's car and Kent 
said, 'HI Mommy.' We were pulling 
people out of the shower at homo so they 
could listen," she added. Kent has a 
brother and sister, both teenagers. 


"It's Just so fantastic, I want to keep 


him saying things," said Mrs. Bauman. 
"I hope he never stops." 


Kent's fight for recovery was the sub- 


ject of a Herald article on Christmas 
Eve. Although his progress since being 
taken out of traction a week before 
Christmas has been, tremendous, doctors 
don't know; when he'll be able to come 
home. ' 


YOUNG KENT was hit by a car while 


crossing Thomdale Avenue in Medlnah 
to catch his school bus. He sufferer sev-, 
ere head Injuries, a fractured leg and 
numerous cuts and bruises. 


The news of Kent's first words spread 


quickly throughout the hospital yesterday 
to the nurses who'd crowded around his 
bed during the weeks before, telling 
jokes and making faces, trying to get a 
reaction from Kent 


Eventually, news got through to all the 


others who'd been keeping tabs on Kent 
.during the past few months, from the 
strangers who stopped by his bed to pin 
a holy medal on his sheet, to policemen 
who'd check on his progress regularly.

A tax abatement ordinance which will 


eliminate three city taxes from 1973 real 
estate tax bills was adopted last night by 
the Rolling Meadows City Council. 


The abatement means city residents 


will not be taxed to raise money for the 
$40,000 police pension fund, the (25,000 
fire pension fund and the $8,000 mental 
health fund. Payment of tho three funds 
will come Instead from surplus city reve- 
nue collected during the current budget 
year. 


Because the three levies did not appear 


on this year's real estate tax Mils, home- 
owners will not necessarily pay lower 
taxes next year. The tax bill is com- 
prised of levies from a number of county 


and local taxing bodies. The total tax 
payment made by a homeowner depends 
on changes In all tax levies listed on. the 
bill and on changes in the assessed valu- 
ation of a home.

Abatement of the three categories, 


however, means homeowners will pay to 
the city only about 67 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, or about $57 on a home 
assessed at $10,000. 


THE 57-CENT LEVY Is collected by 


the city for the library board, which 
levies a 15 cent per $100 rate, and for the 
fire department, which collects 42 cents 
per $100.

New tax distribution 
method could hurt city 


Rolling Meadows will have a happy 


new year In 1974 as long as the Illinois 
General Assembly puts off efforts to re- 
vamp the method of distributing sales 
tax to municipalities. 


Each year bills are introduced Into the 


legislature calling for changes in the way 
sales tax collected by the state is re- 
turned to municipalities. The method now 
used returns 1 per cent of the total S per 
cent state tax to the town in which the 
money Was originally Mllocl&l. 


Rolling Meadows has benefited by the 


arrangement to the tune of $100,000 in 
average monthly sales tax returns. The 
money, which accounts for a major por- 
tion of the city's $3.3 million 1073 budget, 
has enabled the city to provide a number 
of services at no cost to residents. 


But that could change if proposals are 


made in tho laws, according to City 
Treasurer Robert Cole. 


"We've talked about It Informally," 


Cole said referring to tho impact changes, 
in the law would have on the city. 


Smoke triggers fire

Smoke in a first floor hallway of a

ease any financial strains that could 
come about, he said. 


"This is another source of revenue that 


we didn't have before. We'd certainly 
rely on that to a great extent, too. We've 
allocated some of the money but most 
has not been allocated yet." He added 
the revenue sharing program is assured 
to continue at least another three years. 


Revenue sharing to the city this year 


has amounted to $200,000. 


THE CURRENT method of sales tax 


distribution has benefited towns with 
large shopping centers, Industrial and 
business districts. Towns will large popu- 
lations and small commercial areas have 
sought to change the plan. 


Changes proposed last year Included 


using population as a basis for dis- 
tribution or eliminating the tax on food 
and drugs or sending all the sales tax 
money to school districts. 


None of the proposals was adopted, but 


of the three plans' the one which could 
generate the most support is the popu- 
lation distribution proposal. 


Cole said be has not yet heard of any

Cote said legiti- 
mate bargains are'available In many, 
lines such as linens, shoesj-clothkuj, 
and furniture. But he cautioned that

HERE ARE gimmicks to watch out

• The former-price comparison; 


When an advertisement says an item 
was formerly (regularly, originally, 
etc.) one price and It's now a lower 
pricer make sure the former price 
was openly offered to the public for a 
recent period of time. Otherwise, the 
bargain that's advertised is a false 
one. 


• Comparison with a competitor's 


price; It's all right for. a retailer to 
advertise "elsewhere $10, our price 
$7.50" if the majority of retailers of- 
fer an item at the $10 price, says the 
agency. But when competitors are 


not selling the item at the higher 
price, the consumer is falsely led to 
believe that he's saving money rath- 
er than paying the regular price.

The 
smart shopper knows that a price 
comparison is genuine only If it rep- 
resents a similar quality item and is 
offered at the advertised price at 
most stores In the area.

ster specific skills, but she will not pre- 
sent any new academic concepts. 


The aide always works under the direc- 


tion of the teacher, Omiatek added. 
About half of the teaching aides have 
teaching certificates, though these arc 
not required. The only requirements for 
the position are 30 hours of college cred- 
its and three Wt hour workshops in 
teaching each year. 


Volunteers are generally mothers who 


offer their time to help in the school. 
Some of them work directly with the stu- 
dent in the classroom and others work as 
clerical help in the offices, mim- 
,eograpWng, typing and performing other 
time consuming tasks, Omiatek said. 


The classroom volunteers may give in- 


dividual spelling tests, listen to young- 


sters read and help students study. Vir- 
ginia Lake Principal Richard Schmidt 
said volunteers might try to help stu- 
dents overcome individual problems in 
understanding math, for example. 


THOUGH VOLUNTEERS and teacher 


aides perform similar tasks, volunteers 
do not receive any training, nor are they 
required to have a certain amount of 
education. 


Both volunteers and teacher aides do 


some instruction in the classroom. Omia- 
tek said the primary difference between 
the helpers and the teacher is that the 
teacher makes the lesson plans. The 
teacher also instructs the entire class, 
then assesses each student's special 
needs and prescribes a program of study 
for that child.

Ken GUI, superintendent of Wheeling- 


Buffalo Grove Elementary Dlst. 21, sat 
back In his chair recently and declared, 
"I always said I wanted to see this dis- 
trict fully built and out of debt. Now It 
looks like maybe I'll live that long." 


The event that has given GUI new faith 


In the length of his life Is the slowing of 
enrollment growth for school districts In 
tho Northwest suburbs. 


In Dlst. 21, growth has dropped from 


more than 1,000 students a year at the 
beginning of the decade to just 150 this 
year. "The good part of our situation 
right now Is that we've got planning 
time," Gill says. 


However, the slower enrollment growth 


and enrollment decline that face many 
districts have some negative effects, too. 
On the horizon is the possibility that 
some districts may construct too many 


buildings, forcing closings later when en- 
rollment declines. 


SUPT. EDWARD GRODSKY of Pros- 


pect Height: Dlst. 23, for example, says 
he has been under pressure from resi- 
dents In the Northgate and Ivy Hill sub- 
divisions In Arlington Heights to build a 
school for their youngsters — but so far 
enrollments don't warrant it 


Dlst. 23 now has about 1,700'students, 


Grodsky says, and room'In its school 
buildings for 2,300 — but the vacant 


classrooms aren't always near the chil- 
dren, and that can mean busing. 


But to Grodsky the alternative, build- 


ing a school which may not. be needed, Is 
more distasteful. "How do you go back 
to a community and tell them you have 
to close down a school — especially If It's 
not paid for yet?" he asks. 


In Mount Prospect Dist. 57, where en- 


rollment has been going down since 1964, 
the problem of empty classrooms has 
been bandied another way. The district 


has rented out classrooms to other 
agencies. The district is now renting 
space to the Northwest Education Coop- 
erative (NEC) computer and bilingual 
programs and to a computer cooperative 
run by several area villages. 


Dist. 57 has coped less successfully 


with another problem that can plague a 
district with enrollment declines — the 
problem problem of finances. 


AS ENROLLMENT has gone down, 


Dlst. 57 Business Mgr. J. C. Busenhart 


says, the savings the district has realized 
by buying fewer supplies has been •!• 
most exactly eaten up by Inflation. "By- 
keeping the same supply budget for few- 
er kids each year, we've stayed even," 
Busenhart says.

Rudd plans class-action 
suit against builders 


A class action suit by Hoffman Estates 


taxpayers may seek as much as $2.4 mil- 
lion In punitive damages from Kaufman 
and Broad Inc. for bribes paid to obtain 
zoning for Barrihgton Square. 


Donnle Rudd, a corporate attorney, 


former village plan- commission member 
and president of the Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dist 54 school board, is preparing 
to file the suit by the end of January in 
Cook County Circuit Court. 


He said ho Is acting as a taxpayer, not* 


a public official, and hopes to prove brib- 
ing a public officer con bo "financially 
disastrous" to any builder contemplating 
It. 


HE IS BASING his suit on the In- 


dictment of and subsequent guilty pleas 
by ilve former village officials, the no 
contest plea by K & B and the pending 
trials of K & B's former attorney and a 
sixth former village official. Alt were 
charged with bribery, tax evasion and 
conspiracy in zoning procedures on the 
B*rrlngton Square and Lakes con- 
dominium and apartment complexes. 


Any proceeds of the suit would be 


turned over to taxing bodies in the vil- 
lage, such as the village itself, school, 
park and fire districts. But Rudd empha- 
sized those bodies an not involved In the 
suit, and said they had not been In- 
formed he Intends to file It Rather, said 
Rudd, he will be representing other tax- 
payers who will be named when the suit 
Is filed. 


Rudd said be has not yet decided Just 


how much money he will seek in punitive 
damages, but Indicated $2.4 million as a - 
possible figure. It definitely will be "in 
the millions," be said, estimating K&B 
gained a paper profit of 1800,000 when Its 
land was zoned for multiple-family devel- 
opment He uid be "wouldn't stick" by 
the $800,000 figure for his suit, because 


"I think it could be higher. I can con- 
ceive of asking for triple damages." 


ALTHOUGH THE village could reap 


income should Rudd's suit prove success- 
ful, Mayor Virginia Hayter foresees only 
"a lot of negative headlines" for Hoff- 
man Estates. "I wish him well," she 
said. 


The mayor said It would be difficult to 


prove the village suffered financial dam- 
age from the development, noting there 
has not been a village tax Increase in 
four years. She also pointed out K&B has 
paid costs of Increased services such as 
water supply, in negotiated contracts 
which she termed fair. 


"He will have to prove damage. I can't 


prove anything, there's nothing there," 
said the mayor. 


Rudd is not naming only K&B in the 


suit The six former officials and the at- 
torney for K&B also will be named, but 
Rudd said "the big one will be against 
K&B because they are the ones that have 
got the assets." He hopes to prove Hoff- 
man Estates residents suffered financial 
damage by the high density zoning grant- 
ed for the K&B land as a result of bribes 
paid to two former village mayors' and 
four former trustees. 


BUT ACTUAL damage will not be a 


big part of the suit. It is necessary to 
prove actual damage to obtain punitive 
damages. Although the village plan and 
zoning commission recommended ap- 
proving K&B's project by unanimous 
vote, Rudd maintains the zoning was In- 
consistent with previous village patterns. 


Rudd wants to "make it so financially 


disastrous to pay bribes that It will not 
even be considered again" by future de- 
velopers. "I am out to stop bribery," he 
said. 


Representatives of K&B's legal depart- 


ment declined to comment on the poten- 
tial suit 
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benstein. "He will also be concerned with 
spending the taxpayers' money judicious- 
ly." 


Erickson, 35, presently works for Wes- 


tern Electric Co.. Inc., in an industrial 
engineering capacity with major respon- 
sibility In production line supervision .and 
cost reduction.

A group of Hoffman Estates residents 


filed sutt against a California developer 
Wednesday, seeking to recover more 
than $200,000 which they claim was tack- 
ed onto the price of homes to offset 
bribes the developer allegedly paid vil- 
lage officials. 


The developer, Kaufman and Broad 


Home Developers Inc. of Los Angeles 
pleaded no contest in U.S.' District Court 
Dec. 18 to the bribery charges and was 
fined $50,000. The firm, reportedly-the 
largest of its kind in the world, was 
•charged with paying the bribes to obtain 
favorable zoning changes. 


Residents of the Harrington Square 


subdivision filed the suit, contending that 
the bribery money was included in the 
purchase price of homes. They charged 
that the increased price contradicted an 
implied warranty that the plaintiffs re- 
ceived dollar-for-dollar value on their 
purchases. 


The court was asked to Investigate, de- 


termine the number of persons affected 
in the class'action suit and award them 
"just damages."

Bargain hunters, better make sure 


those "after-the holiday sales" are 
for real. The Chicago regional office 
of the Federal Trade Commission 
warns that a few shady merchants 
are waiting to bilk consumers who 
mistakenly believe-they're getting 
more for their money. 


The blitz, of'post-Christmas, 


January clearance and* > inventory 
oloseout sales traditionally 
draw 


sales volume second only to Christ- 
mas, according to Kenneth Cole, vice 
president of the Illinois Retail Mer- 
chants Association. Cote said legiti- 
mate bargains are available in many 
lines such as linens, shoes, clothing, 
and furniture. But he cautioned that - 
"some stores always have sales. So 


the sale price is pretty much the 
regular price." 


HERE ARE gimmicks to watch out 


for, advises the FTC: 


• The former-price comparison; 


When an advertisement says an item 
was formerly (regularly, originally, 
etc.) one price and it's now a lower 
price, make sure the former price 
was openly offered to the public for a 
recent period of time. Otherwise, the 
bargain that's advertised is a false 
one. 


• Comparison with a competitor's 


price; It's all right for a retailer to 
advertise "elsewhere $10, our price 
$7.50" if the majority of retailers of- 
fer an item at the $10 price, says the 
agency. But when competitors are 


not selling the item at the higher 
price, the consumer is falsely led to 
believe that he's saving money rath- 
er than paying the regular price. 


This applies to comparable value 


advertisement, adds the FTC. The 
smart shopper knows that a price 
comparison is genuine only If it rep- 
resents a similar quality item and is 
offered at the advertised price at 
most stores in the area. 


• List price or suggested retail 


price comparisons: Many shoppers 
believe the manufacturers's list price 
or suggested retail price represents 
the price at which an item is usually 
sold. But the lower price is only a 
bargain if a substantial number of

"It's the best Christmas present I ever 


got," said Mrs. Bauman. Kent was with 
his father yesterday morning when he 
started to talk. Kent, who's been fed 
through a tube to his stomach, Just this 
week started to eat some solid foods 
again. 


"I called the hospital to ask Kent's dad 


how breakfast went," said Mrs. Bauman. 
He put tho phono to Kent's ear and Kent 
said, 'Hi Mommy.' We were pulling 
people out of the shower at home so they 
could listen," she added. Kent has a 
brother and sister, both teenagers. 


"It's Just so fantastic, I want to keep 


him saying things," said Mrs. Bauman. 
"I hope he never stops." 


Kent's fight for recovery was the sub- 


ject of a Herald article on Christmas 
Eve. Although his progress since'being 
taken'out of traction a week before 
Christmas has been tremendous, doctors 
don't know when he'll be able to come 
home. 


YOUNG KENT was hit by a car while 


'crossing Thomdale Avenue in Medinah 
to catch his school bus. He sufferer sev- 
ere head injuries, a fractured leg and 
numerous cuts and bruises. 


The news of Kent's first words spread 


quickly throughout the hospital yesterday 
to the nurses who'd crowded around his 
bed during the, weeks before, telling 
Jokes and making faces, trying to get a 
reaction from Kent

HERE ARE gimmicks to watch out 


for, advises the FTC: 


• The former-price comparison; 


When an advertisement says an item 
was formerly (regularly, originally, 
etc.) one price and it's now a lower 
price/ make sure the former price 
was openly offered to the public for a 
recent period of time. Otherwise, the 
bargain that's advertised is a false 
one. 


• Comparison with a competitor's 


price; It's all right for a retailer to 
advertise "elsewhere $10, our price 
17.50" if the majority of retailers of- 
fer an item, at the $10 price, says the 
agency. But when competitors are 


not selling the item at the higher 
price, the consumer is falsely led to 
believe that he's saving money rath- 
er than paying the regular price. 


This applies to comparable value 


advertisement, adds the FTC. The 
smart shopper knows that a price 
comparison is genuine only If it rep- 
resents a similar quality item and is 
offered at the advertised price, at 
most stores to the area. 


• List price or suggested retail 


price compmrUoBi: Many choppers 
believe the manufacturers's list price 
or suggested retail price represents 
the price at which an item is usually 
sold. But the lower price is only a 
bargain If a •mbfltant-M number of

Elderly woman 
dies in house fire

An elderly Arlington Heights woman 


died yesterday when fire swept through 
her home. 


Mrs. Alyco Thomas, in her 60s, of 341 


S. Stratford Rd., was pronounced dead at 
Northwest Community Hospital where 
she was taken by Arlington Heights Fire 
Department ambulance. Efforts by fire 
department paramedics to revive her 
were unsuccessful. 


Arlington Fire Chief John Hayden said 


the fire started In a rear bedroom of the 
two-story brick house. It quickly spread 
through the hall and kitchen, where Mrs. 
Thomas was found by firemen. 


Hayden said the cause of the tire has 


not been established. He said the depart- 
ment would conduct an investigation. 


According to Chief Hayden an empty 


cleaning fluid can found in the house had 
no relation to the fire. • 


The fire was discovered by Karl Prins- 


low, 11 N. Gibbons, a West Point cadet 
home on holiday leave. He saw the 
smoke coming from the rear of the house 
and ran to a neighbor's house to tele- 
phone the flro department. 


"Onmago from the fire was limited to 


the /car of the house. However, the liv- 
ing room and the upstairs received dam- 
age from water, smoke and heat. There 
was no Immediate fire department esti- 
mate of damage. 


Paramedics attempted to revive Mrs. 


Thomas for about 30 minutes before tak- 
ing her to the hospital. 


A spokesman for Northwest Commu- 


nity hospital said Mrs. Thomas was dead 
on arrival. 


Arlington Heights and .Buffalo Grove 


firemen battled the fire. Units from 
Mount Prospect acted as a backup force 
in the mutual aid alarm.

Stand-in 


Substitute teaching is OK, but it's got a few drawbacks

Tom Stefanlk goes to bed almost every 


night not knowing if he will be going to 
work in the morning. He's a substitute 
teacher for several school districts and 
the signal to work is a startling phone 
call at 6 a.m. or during early-morning 
breakfast. 


The substitute teacher Is the person 


students see for one or two days when 
their regular teacher is sick. A substitute 
teacher hardly has the time to learn the 
names of students or what they're like. 


Within the short time on the job, the 


temporary teacher fulfills the responsi- 
bility of administering the lesson plans 
the students' regular teachers have 
made. Perhaps a few names are learned. 
At the end, it's time to head home and 
perhaps there will be another class of 
unfamiliar students in another school the 
next day. 


"I DON'T LIKE substituting as much 


as I would like to teach regularly," said 
Stefanlk, 22, a recent graduate of North- 
eastern Illinois University, Chicago. 


"You never get to learn the kids' 


names and never get close to them," he 
said, adding that the closest he has been 
with students is when he was student 
teaching. "The relationship is not there 
as a substitute." 


Stefanlk, like a lot of young graduates, 


found fierce competition in getting a 
teaching Job. He applied for as many po- 
sitions as he could and waited. But the 
replies were scarce and Stefanlk then ap- 
plied for a substitute teaching position, 
hoping this will help him get a full-time 
job. 


"That's one of the reasons why I have 


been substituting," he said. "It's one 
good way of getting into teaching." 


ONE SCHOOL DISTRICT for which he 


is a substitute teacher is Arlington 
Heights Elementary School Dlst. 25. 
"They (school administrators) told me 
that if anything came up, they would 
give preference to someone who has 
worked for the district before," said 
Stefanlk. 


The Arlington Heights school district 


has approximately 200 names on its sub- 
stitute teacher list So far, there have 
been more than 2,000 occasions to call 
for a substitute teacher, said Donald 
Monroe, director of administration and 
planning. 


In order to teach on a temporary basis, 


the employe of the district must be state- 
certified. "From December to March is 
the busiest time for substitutes," said 
Monroe. "That's when all the flu, colds 
and viruses are around." 


The district pays its substitute teach- 


ers $25 a day, and rules say that the 
teacher may not work for more than 90 
days. Getting a teacher to take over for 
a day or two is fairly easy, but getting 
substitutes for junior high schools is 
harder. 


"Most of them are elementary-trained 


teachers," said Monroe. "In junior high 
schools you are dealing with specific sub- 
jects." 


Monroe said that substitute teachers 


are either young, inexperienced and look- 
Ing for full-time teaching positions or 
teachers who have experience but have 
families and therefore prefer part-time 
work. 


THE LATTER IS the case of Vera 


MacDonald. 


Mrs. MacDonald has been a substitute 


teacher for 15 years in the Arlington 
Heights elementary district. 


"At the time my children were in 


school, I was active in PTA, church and 


other things," said Mrs. MacDonald. "I 
didn't feel that all my time should be 
spent on a full-time job. When you're 
teaching, it isnt just a job •from 8:30 
a.m. to 4 p.m. I had other things to do 
and thought that something had to give." 


Unlike a novice teacher who's relying 


on substituting to get a regular job, Mrs. 
MacDonald feels at' ease when she's 
teaching, mainly because she has made 
the rounds at all the schools for the past 
15 years. 


"The children'know me and I have a 


nice relationship with them," she said. 
"If you work with certain schools, the 
children understand. It's not like I'm a 
stranger that walks in and walks right 
back out again." • 


She feels that self assurance is impor- 


tant as a substitute teacher. "You have 
to have this quietness about you," she 
added. In junior highs you have to be 
Innovative... they're full of ginger. 


MRS. MacDONALD also added that as 


a substitute teacher, she tries to teach in 
the same manner the students' regular 
teacher works. "You try to be the sort of 
person the teacher is. It helps." 


During her 15 years in Arlington 


Heights as a substitute teacher, she has 
been active in the Women's dub, the 
Faith Lutheran Ladles' Society and a 
bridge club. 


But as her children grew up, her activ- 


ities dwindled, and now she is working 
half time regularly for the school district 
teaching remedial studies. 


"There's one thing about being a sub- 


stitute teacher," said Mrs. MacDonald. 
"You can take nice trips. The last trip 
we went to tbe Orient for a month. You 
can't do that if you're teaching full 
time." 


Rudd plans class-action suit against builders 


A class action suit by Hoffman Estates 


taxpayers may seek as much as $2.4 mil- 
lion in punitive damages from Kaufman 
and Broad Inc. for bribes paid to obtain 
zoning for Barrington Square. 


Donnie Rudd, a corporate attorney, 


former village plan commission member 
and president of the Schaumburg Town- 
.shlp Dlst. 54 school board, is preparing 
to file the suit by the end of January in 
Cook County Circuit Court. 


He said he is acting as a taxpayer, not 


a public official, and hopes to prove brib- 
ing a public officer can be "financially 
disastrous" to any builder contemplating 
it. 


HE IS BASING his suit on the in- 


dictment of and subsequent guilty pleas 
by five former village officials, the no 
contest plea by K & B and the pending 
trials of K & B's former attorney and a 
sixth former village official. All were 
charged with bribery, tax evasion and 
conspiracy in zoning procedures on the 
Barrington Square and Lakes con- 
dominium and apartment complexes. 


Any proceeds of the suit would be 


turned over to taxing bodies in the vil- 
lage, such as the village itself, school, 
park and fire districts. But Rudd empha- 
sized those bodies are not Involved in the 
suit, and said they had not been In- 
formed he Intends to file It. Rather, said 
Rudd, he will be representing other tax- 
payers who will be named when the suit 
is filed. 


Rudd said he has not yet decided just 


how much money he will seek in punitive 
damages, but Indicated $2.4 million as a 
possible figure. It definitely will be "In 
the millions," he said, estimating K&B 
gained a paper profit of $800.000 when its 
land was zoned for multiple-family devel- 
opment. He said he "wouldn't stick" by 


the $800,000 figure for his suit, because 
"I think it could be higher. I can con- 
ceive of asking for triple damages." 


ALTHOUGH THE village could reap 


Income should Rudd's suit prove success- 
ful, Mayor Virginia Hayter foresees only 
"a lot of negative headlines" for Hoff- 
man Estates. "I wish him well," she 
said. 


Tho mayor said It would be difficult to 


prove the village suffered financial dam- 
age from the development, noting there 
has not been a village tax increase in 


four years. She also pointed out K&B has 
paid costs of increased services such as 
water supply, In negotiated contracts 
which she termed fair. 


"He will have to prove damage. I can't 


prove anything, there's nothing there," 
said the mayor. 


Rudd is not naming only K&B in the 


suit. The six former officials and the at- 
torney for K&B also will be named, but 
Rudd said "the big one will be against 
K&B because they are the ones that have 
got the assets." He hopes to prove Hoff- 


man Estates residents suffered financial 
damage by the high density zoning grant- 
ed for the K&B land as a result of bribes 
paid to two former village mayors and 
four former trustees. 


BUT ACTUAL damage will not be a 


big part of the suit. It is necessary to 
prove actual damage to obtain punitive 
damages. Although the village plan and 
zoning commission recommended ap- 
proving K&B's project by unanimous 
vote, Rudd maintains the zoning was In- 
consistent with previous village patterns. 
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
